The withdrawn restriction requirement 

The examiner is thanked for withdrawing the restriction requirement.

USC § 101. This claim has been amended to address the 35 USC § 101 issue 
raised by the Examiner.

Claim 25 has been amended to include the limitation of allowable claim 
27, which should cause claim 25 to be allowed.
